Governor Leslie and the State Budget Commit- 
tee 
They were merely discussing 
various 


things, and deplored the condition of the gov- 
ernors home. "Someone mentioned -that it would 
take $150,000 to erect such a home suitable for 
the highest official of this state ,and In keeping 
with the pride and dignity of Indiana. 
That 


statement opened up the way for the newspaper 
to assert that the sum had been requested. They 
made a mountain out of the proverbial mole hill. 


The Daily Republican could say that at the 


meeting of the city council-last night they were 
going to appropriate $300,000 for street paving 
purposes, or build a new $150,000 city hall. Prob- 
ably the subject had only just been mentioned. 
Such a statement would cause concern among 
the taxpayers, and if the reports were traced to 


• -the records of the meeting, nothing would be 


found to substantiate the reports 


In the case of Governor Leslie, the attack 


was made just for the 
purpose of causing 


trouble. 
The records are always the best evi- 


dence and the Budget Committee has denied 
that any such suggestion was agreed upon.
